with the gas jet turned full on at her 
home, 1304 Forrest avenue, the arls 
tocrntlc street of the city.

are now sewn and then the two are 
combined, and the leather and lining 
are stitched, along the proper lines. 
All this Is done. by special machin- 
ery.

button-fastening machine.

of the shoe Is then rounded.

tongue Is put In and the shoe 
Is 
"barred." or the strip across the front 
of the toe Is placed in position.

a general way these are the 
first 


steps in the making of footwear. 


Turn and Welt Shoes 
At this Dolnt there are two main 


divisions In general 
shoe-making, 
that of making "turn" shoes,—em- 
bracing all work In which there Is 
only-one flexible sole, which 
Is 
sewed to the upper part of the fpoe 
•while outside In and turned 
over 


when completed. 
Slippers and lad- 
les' thin house boots are examples 
of this class of work. 
In the other 


division the upper Is united to an 
Insole and at -lea£)t one outer sole 
with a raised heel. 
This class com- 
prises' all other kinds, shapes and 
qualities of footgear. They are called 
"welt" shoes, and are made about 
as follows: 
First the sole Is nailed 
to the wooden last, then the upper 
part of the shoe is iltted on

The only nails are placed In the rear 
of the shoe, where the heel Is later 
-secured. 
In "box toed" shoes the 


leather Is treated with a platerlike 
substance that causes It, In the front

By this time It was plain to every 


one not only that Stark had murdered 
ds wife, but that there was very good 
evidence at hand to prove It There 
were people who had been us obstinate 
vlth regard to Stark's Innocence us tho 
vagglng tongues had been ID maintain- 
ng ills guilt. These people now gave 
up in the face of the evidence nnd long 
before the trial public opinion had pro- 
lounced him guilty. Everything con- 
plred to bring him to Justice. lie had 
jcen convicted of forging his wife's 
tame to get her money, the ctrcumstnn- 
lal evidence all imlnted to her murder, 
he prosecuting attorney had every in- 
lucoment to convict him, the police 
were desirous of closing the mystery 


nd stopping the murmurlngs under 


which they had so long suffered for uot 
solving It. 


Tho prosecuting attorney proved by 


the men who bad visited Stark on the 
evening of Mrs. Stnrk's disappearance 
that he had acted as If he had Just com- 
mitted a murder. The exhumed cloth- 
ing was proved by competent witnesses 
to have been that worn by Mrs. Stark 
when she disappeared. These wero the 
principal circumstances proving Stark's 
guilt, though thorc wore many minor 
ones. The prosecuting attorney made a 
masterly effort. In which he scathingly 
referred to the prisoner having mar- 
ried this thrifty woman to get her mon- 
ey and had murdered her In order to 
get It the qult-'ker. Tho prisoner sot 
with a dazed look on his face that ex- 
perienced court officials pronounced the 
same as that universally worn by those 
guilty of a great crime. The prosecut- 
ing attorney wns holding the court 
spellbound by n picture of Stark luring 
his poor but trusting wife under cover 
of the darkness to some Isolated spot 
and hud lowered his voice with thp 
words, "And drove It to the hilt," when 
there wns a commotion at the door, and 
n woman pushed her way forward with 
every evidence of excitement. Sho was 
Mrs. Stnrk. 
Without a word she 


plunged for the prisoner, took him in 
her arms, and his head fell on her 
ebouldcr In n dead faint. 


Mrs. Stark had gone- abroad on n 


business venture. She had written her 
husband one letter, which had miscar- 
ried, then had entered n barbarous 
countrj'i where sho was detained on a 
false charge with n view to appropriat- 
ing considerable funds she had with 
her. Then she had the bad luck to be 
shipwrecked and was obliged to sail 
around the globe before getting home. 
Tho check she had signed In blank on 
the evening of her departure In case of 
need and In a great hurry. The clothes 
bad been burled to be deodorized from 
the perfume of a skunk. 


Tho Starks lived happily together 


till Mrs. Stark died, after which her 
uusband wns Inconsolable nnd In spite 
of being still n young man with plenty 
of means never married again.
